He was the ancestor of the Close family in Fairfield 
County, and also of Westchester and Duchess Counties in New York, 
where many of his descendants settled. 

He married in 1669, Sarah Hardy, daughter of Richard and 
Ann (Husted) Hardy, see subject 934.
